Brierfield 1s supplied with a constant supply of 
water from the mains of the North Calder Water 
Board and there were no new sources of supply 
durins the year. The water is of good quality 
and in good supply. For many years the Marsden 
Heights area hag had an intermittent water supply. 
Durins the year the North Calder Water Board 
erected @ new pumping station to serve this area 
and this is now providing an excellent cupply. 
All dwellinshouses within the District, except 
one, are supplied direct from public mains. 

The one exception, which ig supplied by epring 
water, is an isolated farm dwelling and is a 
conglderable distance from the nearest public 
main, During the year the Water Board 
re-serviced 23 houses where the existing joint 
service pipe wag found to be inadequate.
